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Feature  of  Issue:     OCTOESR  FOREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION 

CONCERNING  COTTON 

The  next  issue  of  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  will  be  devoted  to 
a  study  of  the  wcrlld  cotton  situation,  with  particular  attention  to  \7orld 
stocks  and  consuming  power.     There  is  considerable  interest  being  dis- 
played at  present  as  to  ways  and  means  of  disposing  of  the  record  United 
States  cotton  crop,  and  it  is  customary  to  expect  our  foreign  markets  to 
absorb  most  of  the  surplus  over  our  mere  or  less  constant  domestic  re- 
quirements. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  Liverpool  bacon  market  was  steady  for  the  week  of  October  28, 
a  slight  upward  movement  in  Danish  being  the  only  variation  from  the  pre- 
ceding week.    Hog  prices  at  Berlin  and  lard  at  Hamburg  reacted  from  the 
rise  of  the  preceding  week,  with  hogs  going  below  the  comparatively  low 
level  of  two  weeks  ago.     See  page  609. 

Rrices  at  the  Liverpool  apple  auction  of  October  27  continued  the 
downward  tendency  of  recent  we^ks.     Supplies  were  heavy  and  fresh  arrivals 

created  a  somewhat  glutted  market  at  London.     See  page  585. 

Foreign  butter  quotations  stiffened  slightly  for  the  week,  with  a 
rise  of  almost  1  cent  per  pound  in  the  of ficial  Danish  figure  against  a 
half-cent  increase  for  92  score  at  New  York.     See  pages  585,  587,  609. 

Cheaper  Australian  wool  has  been  responsible  for  the  lowering  of 
the  price  of  tops  at  Bradford,  64's  being  down  to  96  cents  and  40' s  to 
40  cents  with  others  cne  cent  cheaper  than  Zast  week,  according  to  a 
cablegram  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley,  quoting  the  .American  Con- 
sul.    There  is  little  business  on  account  of  the  unsettled  industrial 
outlook.     In  home  grown  wool  the  volume  of  trade  is  fair,  both  domestic 
and  foreign. 
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SMALL  ■  GRAINS 

Statements  of  poor  quality  of  the  German  grain  crops  have  been  confirmed 
by  a  report  of  the  Preisbei-ichtcteUe  beilm  Deutschen  Landwirtschaf  trat .  On  the 
basis  of  3.00  representing  good,  sourd  grain,,  the  wheat  quality  varies  from  64.8 
in  Bast  Prussia  to  85.1  in  Wiesbaden .  Poorer  qualities  are  reported  in  eastern 
and  central  regions  while  better  qualities  are  reported  for  Bavaria  and  the 
Rhine  provinces.  Rye  quality  is  reported  to  be  better  than  wheat •  The  barley 
crop  is  considered  to  be  fairly  good  on  the  whole,  and  oats  distinctly  good  ex- 
cept in  East  Prussia. 

The  dry  weather  reported  last  week  for  Punjab,  India  continued  during 
the  week  of  October  25,  according  to  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau.  Further' 
light  rains  were  reported  for  the  United  Provinces,  which  had  been  needing  rain. 

Southern  Hemisphere  wheat  prospects 

Wheat  area  as  now  reported  for  three  countries  of  the  Southern  Hemisphere 
is' 31,777,000  acres  compared  with  30,980,000  last  year  and  30,039,000  for  1924- 
25.    The  countries  are  Argentina,  Chile  and  Australia.     See  Table  on  page 

The  temperature  in  Argentina  so  far  this  season  has  been  above  the  normal, 
which  has  had  a  slightly  detrimental  effect  upon  the  wheat  crop.    The  rainfall 
during  the  first  part  of  the  growing  period  was  over-abundant  and  this  together 
with  the  unusual  warmth  caused  the  plane  to  develop  at  the  expense  of  the  root.- 
Since  the  middle  of  August  the  rainfall  has  been  deficient  which,  however,  will 
probably  have  little  effect  upon  the  crop  unless  dry  weather  continues  indifini- 
teiy,  as  early  rains  left  plenty  of  moisture  in  the  soil. 

A  correlation  of  weather  reports  from  May  to  December  with  wheat  yields 
in  Argentina  shows  that  the  temperature  from  August  through  October  is  the  most 
important  factor  in  determining  the  final  outturn.     On  the  basis  of  a  correlation 
of  yield  with  rainfall  in  May-July  and  August -October  and  temperature  in  June- 
July  and  August -October  for  the  period  1890-1919,  weather  data  for  this  year  to 
date  indicate'  that  chances  are  68  to  100;    that  the  yield  will  be  11.2  bushels 
per  acre  or  1.7  bushels  above  or  below  that  figure.    Last  year  the  yield  was  10 
bushels  per  acre  and  the  average  for  the  past  five  years  was  12.1,    During  the 
thirty  years  under  review  yields  ranged  from  5  to  13  bushels  to  the  acre,  With 
an  acreage  this  year  of  19,275,000  acres  this  estimate  would  indicate  a  total 
production  of  215,880,000  bushels  or  32,800,000  bushels  above  or  below  it.  Last 
year  the  harvest  amounted  to  191,141.000  bushels  and  the  average  for  the  past 
five  years  was  203.388,000  bushels.    This  estimate  is  subject  to  weather  condi- 
tions during  November  and  December  which  in  past  years  have  also  been  factors 
in  determining  the  final  yield.

No  similar  measure  of  conditiors  is  at  present  available  for  Australia. 
Reports  of  weather  and  condition  are  generally  very  favorable  and  a  good 
harvest  is  eirpected.    The  average  yield  casing  the  past  five  years  has  been 
12.6  bushels  to  the  acre.    On  this  basis;  average  conditions  this  year  might 
be  expected  to  produce  abort  l'J3,w0C,0C0  bushels,    production  last  year  amounted 
to  107,500,000  bushels.    Average  production  daring  the  past  five  years  is 
127,000.000  bushels.    Acreage  in  Chile  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

Wheat  movement  and  ariceg  in  the  United  States 

United  States  exports  of  wheat,  including  flour,  to  October  23  have 
amounted  to  nearly  103,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  42 $000,000  bushels  last 
year,  an  increase  of  144  per  cent.     Ir.  1924,  however,  the  exports  up  to  the 
same  date  had  amounted  to  114,000,000  bushels.    Of  wheat  alone  88,000,000 
bushels  have  been  shipped  out  as  compared  with  27,000,000  last  year.    Of  this 
amount,  more  than  27  per  cent  was  shipped  to  the  United  Kingdom.  6  per  cent  to 
Italy,  and  46  per  cent  to  the  other  jSurepean  countries.    See  table,  page  601. 

During  the  week  of  October  22,  wheat  prices  in  the  United  States  cash 
and  futures  markets  advanced  considerably.    The  average  price  of  all  classes 
and  grades  advanced  4  cents  to  $1.43,  and  compares  with  $1.51  a  year  ago. 
prices  for  December  delivery  advanced  4-5  cents  in  the  United  States  markets 
and  9  and  10  cents,  respectively,  in  Winnipeg  and  Liverpool,    prices  for  Kay 
delivery  advanced  5-6  cents  in  the  United  States  markets,  9  cents  at  ".."i.i.ipeg 
and  only  2  cents  at  Liverpool.    December  futures  in  the  United  States  markets 
are  close  to  last  year's  jjrices ,  Kansas  City  being  6  cents  under  while  Winnipeg 
is  22  cents  higher  and  Liverpool  29  cents.     Since  the  22d  of  October,  wheat 
prices  have  declined  approximately  2  cents. 

The  greater  increase  in  \7inr.ipeg  and  Liverpool  prices  have  somewhat  in- 
creased the  margins  between  Liverpool  and  domestic  prices  but  have  decreased 
them  between  domestic  and  Canadian  prices.     Chicago  prices  are  now  31  cents 
below  Liverpool  and  Lansas  City  38.    Last  year  these  differences  were  5  for 
Chicago  and  3  for  Kansas  City.    On  the  other  /.and,  Minneapolis  prices,  which 
were  30  cents  over  Winnipeg  a  year  ago,  are  now  only  2  cents  above.     If  last 
year's  margin  of  30  cents  between  Winnipeg  ana  Minneapolis  was  maintained  in 
face  of  an  ample  supply  of  spring  wheat  in  the  United  States ,  a  comparative 
margin  might  be  expected  tnis  year  when  a  short  spring  wheat  crop  was  produced 
in  the  United  States.     Inasmuch  as  the  margin  at  present  is  only  2  cents  it  is 
probable  that  the  effect  of  the  shortage  in  spring  wheat  is  being  offset  by  the 
large  winter  wheat  crop  and  that  last  year  spring  wheat  prices  were  supported 
by  the  small  winter  wheat  crop.    During  August  and  Septemoer  more  winter  \vheat 
has  been  shipped  to  Minneapolis  and  Duluth  than  during  the  same  period  in  che 
last  5  years,  10,000,000  bushels  this  year  as  against  only  1^300,000  bushel3 
last  year  and  8,300,000  bushels  in  1921. 
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Ca  ■  idian  gr ai'n  Moveme nt 

The  movement  of  Canadian  grain  continues  to  be  slower  than  last  year. 
Receipts  at  country  elevators  and  platfoim  loadings  since  the  first  of  August 
have  amounted  to  106,000.000  bushels  as  compared  with  128,000,000  "bushels  for 
the  same  period  last  year.    Both  receipts  and  shipments  at  Fort  Valiiaia-Port 
Arthur  this  season  to  aate  have  been  about  60  per  cent  of  what  they  were  for 
the  same  period  last  year,  while  the  receipts  at  Vancouver  have  "been  only  about 
half  as  much  as  last  year,  and  the  shipments  from  Vancouver  only  one-fourth  as 
much.     Stocks  of  wheat  in  store  at  Port  William-Port  Arthur  on  October  22  were 
more  than  twenty-two  million  "bushels  as  compared  with  lezs  than  nineteen  million 
last  year.     The  visible  supply  of  wheat  in  Canada  on  October  22  was  11  per  cent 
less  than  for  the  same  date  last  year,  the  supply  of  oar ley  was  7  per  cent  less, 
and  the  supply  of  oats  was  37  per  cent  less,  while  the  supplies  of  rye  and  flax- 
seed were  25  to  34  per  cent  greater,  respectively. 

Movement  of  Russian  grain 

Russian  grain  procuring  up  to  October  15  was  3,530,000  short  tons  which 
was  2.6  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  amount  procured  up  to  the  same  date  last  year 
according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  G-.  C.  Haas  at  Berlin.  The 
amount  procured  up  to  October  1  had  been  4.5  per  cent  less  than  that  procured 
up  to  the  same  date  last  year'  when  the  total  amount  collected  for  the  year 
reached.  10,500,000  short  tens.     Mr,  Haas  reports  that  rising  freight  rates  are 
the  dominant  factor  in  the  Black  Sea  grain  movement ,  "out  Russian  exports  are 
reported  to  be  active,  nevertheless.    There  is  said  to  be  little  activity  in 
shipments  from  the  Danube. 

Russian  exports  of  wheat  for  the  week  ending  October  22  increased'  from 
less  than  400,000  bushels  the  week  before  to  more  than  1,400,000  bushels. 
With  only  one  more  week  in  October,  the  shipments  to  date  since  August  1  are 
only  about  two -thirds  as  large  as  for  the  first   -,hree  months  of  last  year,  or 
5,556,000  bushels  as  compared  with  9,750,000  bushels.    Shipments  ©t  barley 
declined  slightly  during  the  past  week.     From  August  1  to  aate  there  has  been 
half  as  much  shipped  as  for  the  same  period  last  year,  or  7,000,000  as  compared 
with  14,000,000  bushels. 

Southern  Hemisphere  wheat  export s 

Exports  of  wheat  from  Argentina  and  Australia  continue  light.    For  the 
week  ending  October  22  exports  from  each  of  these  countries  amounted  to  a  little 
more  than  300,000  bushels.

COM 

The  Spanish  corn  crop  is  unofficially  reported  to  be  small  this  year.  A 
Royal  Decree  dated  October  7  has  authorised  the  importation  of  foreign  corn  for 
cattle  feeding  up  to  a  maximum  of  about  5,900,000  bushels.    Samples  of  Rumanian 
new  crop  corn  are  said  to  be  of  very  good  quality,    planting  of" corn  is  in  progress 
in  Argentina.    The  first  estimate  of  acreage  last  year  was  not  made  until  February 
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The  Egyptian  Ministry  of  .agriculture  has  issued  itc  second  cotton  crop 
estimate  for  this  season,  placing  the  crop  at  1,417,000  'ozlez  of  478  pounds, 
compared  with  1,529,000  bales  for  1925-25,  according  to  press  reports-  The 
yield  of  Sakellarides  is  reported  at  570,000  "bales  of  478  pounds  against 
728,000  Dales  last  year.     The  Ministry  st-tes  that  the  pink  boll  worm  attack 
is  more  severe  this  year  than  last.     It  is  reported  that  growing  conditions 
for  the  cotton  crop  improved  daring  the  last  of  September  and  the  first  of 
October.     Temperatures  were  fairly  high  and  prospects  for  the  second  picking 
have  been  improved  and  the  results  so  far  are  better  than  v/ere  expected. 

Weather  conditions  in  Bombay,  United  Provinces  and  Punjab  (Jndia)  have 
remained  favorable  for  the  cotton  crop  according  to  the  Weekly  Cable  received 
on  October  23  by  the  United  S-ates  Weather  Bureau.    In  the  Central  provinces 
the  reather  was  showery  during  the  week  with  occasional  breaks  and  in  Madras 
rain  had  become  nearly  general  and  crops  were  reported  to  be  fair  to  go co. 
The  weather  was  generally  favorable  in  Assam  and  in  Bengal,  Bihar  and  Crissa 
light  to  moderate  rain  was  reported,  with  crops  generally  satisfactory,  except 
in  flooded  areas. 


Blax  production  in  7  European  countries  exclusive  of. Russia  is 
320,246,000  pounds  comp-red  with  263,675,000  pounds  last  year,  when  they  pro- 
duced about  half  of  the  total  world  crop  exclusive  of  Russia.     The  incr;  se 
is  due  to  an  unusually  Icrge  crop  in  Belgium.    Production  has  decreased  for 
all  other  countries  except  Bulgaria  which  is  unimportant  in  flax  production. 

Estimates  of  flax  end  hemp  fiber  production  are  not  of  great  significant 
until  an  indication  :s  recei ved  of  the  Russian  crops  of  which  no  estimate  is 
at  present  available.     Conditions  in  Russia  on  August  15  were  slightly  better 
than  average  but  poorer  than  on  the  same  date  last  year. 

A  reported  decrease  in  the  Italian  hemp  crop  is  the  outstanding  feature 
of  the  hemp  situation  so  fax'. 

India's  forecast  of  .iute  production  for  1926  is  19, 89^000  bales  of 
400  pounds  compered  with  7,851,000  brles  for  last  year. 

Renenuen  receipts  at  Progrcso,  Mexico,  tnroagh  September  of  1926  amounts 
to  451,186  bales  compared  with  559,234  bales  through  September  1925.  Shipments 
for  the  9  months  this  year  were  405,695  bales  contrared  with  517,602  for  the  cam 
period  last  year.     Stocks  in  Progrcso  on  October  1,  1926  were  119,501  bales.

SUGAR 


Willett  and  C-ray  estimate  the  1926-27  v/orld  sugar  crop  at  27,192,000 
short  tons  or  ,4  per  cent  less  than  their  estimate  of  27,301,000  short  tons 
for  the  1925-26  season  just  completed.     The  estimate  for  last  year  is 
slightly  "below  that  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  amount- 
ing to  27,462,000  short  tons.     Slight  decreases  occur  this  year  in  the  Wil- 
lett and  Gray  estimates  for  both  the  cane  and  "beet  sugar  crops.     The  world's 
production  oi  cane  sugar  is  placed  at  17,938,000  short  tons  as  compared  with, 
last  year's  final  estimate  of  18,036,000  short  tons,  while  the  "beet  sugar 
crcp  is  estimated  at  3,194,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  9,265,000  short 
tons  reported  for  last  season. 


An  increase  of  6.5  per  cent  over  last  year  is  indicated  in  the  Cuban 
crcp.     The  outturn  for  the  coming  year  is  placed  at  5,824,000  short  tons  as 
against  5,470,800  short  tons  produced  during  the  last  campaign.     The  report 
states  that  the  estimate  for  Cuba  is  based  on  present  conditions  and  is  of 
ccurse  subject  to  any  action  that  the  President  of  Cuba  may  take  in  regard 
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to  curtailing  the  crop,  but  no  indication  is  given  as  to  the  extent  of  the 
damage  caused  by  the  recent  hurricane.    Lamborn  and  Company  estimate  that 
the' damage  to  sugar. mills  ana  cane  fields  "/ill  probably  result  in  a  loss  of 
between  20  and  40  per  cent.    The  storm  was  most  severely  felt  in  the  western 
part  of  the  island  while  the  most  extensive  cane  fields,  are  found  in  the 
eastern  and  central  regions.     Slight  increases  over  last  year  are  indicated 
in  Hawaii  and  the  Philippine  Islands  while  a  slight  decrease  is  reported  for 
Porto  Rico.    Java's  sugar  crop  is  placed  at  2,168,000  short  tons  as  compared' 
with  2,552,000  short  tons  produced  last  year.  .  The  cane  sugar  crop  of  I.iauritius 
for  tne  1S26-27  season  is  estimated  at  243,000  short  tons  or  8.6  per  cent  below 
the  crop  produced  during  the  previous  campaign,  according  to  a  report  from  Vice 
Consul  P.  D .  Thompson  at  Tananarive.    Storm  damage  reduced  this  season's  crop 
from  an  earlier  estimate  of  270,000  short  tons.     The  above  comments  on  Hawaii, 
the  Philippines,  Porto  Rico  and  Java  are  from  r/illett  and  Gray. 

The  European  beet  sugar  crop  is  estimated  by  V/illett  and  Gray  at 
8,197,000  short  tons  or  1.6  per  cent  below  last  year's  cro  :  of  3,327,000  short 
tons.    The  figures  for  the  most  important  beet  sugar  producing  countries  check 
to  Licht's  estimates.     Sugar  association  estimates  of  the  1926-27  sugar  outturn 
in  Germany,  Czechoslovakia  and  Prance,  as "reported  by  a  trace  paper,  are  below 
the  estimates  of  Licht  and  Mikusch..   With  the  exception  of  the  figures  for  the 
French  crop,  the  sugar  associations'  estimates  are  considered  rather  conserva- 
tive by  the  trade.     Estimated  outturn  according  to  these  sources  are  as  follows 
with  final  estimates  for  1925-26  given  for  comparison.

Private  estimates  of  pot?to  production  for  1925  have  been  forwarded  by 
H.  3.  Smith,  Special  Representative  of  the  Zepartment  of  Commerce  at  London, 
for  several  European  countries  for  which  no  official  estimates  have  been  re- 
ceived.   These  estimates  are  given  in  detail  on  page  60S  with  official  figures 
of  other  years  for  comparison.    These  figures,  together  with  official  estimates 
already  receivec,  indicate  a  total  European  crop  excluding  Russia  of  4,002,000,000 
bushels  compared,  with  4,745,000,0o0  bushels  last  year,  and  and  average  of  about 
4,4.-00,000,000  bushels  for  the  past  four  years.

HEW  LIVESTOCK  CENSUS  IN  SWITZERLAND:     According  tc  preliminary  figures 
for  the  April  21,  1926  census,  Switzerland  has  more  cattle  and  horses  than  in 
1921  and  fewer  animals  of  other  kinds.    Cattle  now  number  1,587,000,  an  increase 
of  11  per  cent  over  1921  and  10  per  cent  above  1911.    Sheep  for  1926  show  a 
decrease  of  31  per  cent  compared  with  1921.    The  number,  however,  is  still  5 
per  cent  above  1911.     Swine  decreased  0.7  per  cent.    Detailed  figures  will  be 
found  on  page  608.

INCREASE  IN  SOUTH  AUSTRALIA'S  LAMB  CROP:     The  number  of  lambs  born  in 
South  Australia  during  the  1926  autumn  and  winter  lambing  season  (March  - 
August)  numbered  2,701,000  compared  with  2,486,000  in  1925,  an  increase  of  9 
per  cent,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Government  Statistician  published  in 
"Country  News"  of  September  11,  1926.    The  percentage  of  lambs  to  the  number  of 
ewes  mated  was  59.55  compared  with  62.68  in  1925  and  61.41  in  1924.     The  number 
of  ewes    mated  for  spring  lambing  is  estimated  at  about  200,000. 

LARGER  AUSTRALIAN  MUTTON  AUD  LAMB  TRADE:    Mutton  and  lamb  shipments  from 
Australia  for  the  first  2  months  of  the  1926-27  season  amounted  to  104,500 
carcasses  compared  with  only  17,400  for  the  same  period  of  1925-26.    By  the 
beginning  of  October  the  lamb  trade  was  expected  to  be  in  full  swing,  the 
shipment  for  the  month  being  forecast  at  about  500,000.    Last  year  shipments 
during  this  month  were  537,000  carcasses.    According  to  the  "Pastoral  Review" 
of  September  16,  early  lambs  are  not  finishing  as  soon  as  anticipated  and  this 
together  with  the  increased  local  consumption  appears  to  be  restricting  export 
operations.    There  is  also  some  depression  in  the  British  market.    Lamb  ship- 
ments for  August  1926,  however,  amounted  to  32,806  carcasses.    This  was  26,000 
more  than  were  shipped  in  August  1925  and  12,000  more  than  in  the  same  month  of 
1924.    It  would  appear  that  exporters  expected  much  larger  shipments  during  that 
-month  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  sheep  reported  to  be  in  Australia  at  the 
present  time,  as  the  "Pastoral  Review"  stated  that  "only  32,806  carcasses  were 
shipped".

PROSPECTS  FOR  1927  MUTTON  AND  LAMB  EXPORT  SEASON  IN  NEW  ZEALAND:     The  lamb 
crop  this  season  (June  -  October)  is  expected  to  equal  if  not  exceed  that  of  last 
season,  according  to  the  "Pastoral  Review"  of  September  16,  and  the  carryover  of 
slaughter  sheep  is  apparently  greater  than  after  the  close  of  the  1924-25  freezing 
season.     It  seems  likely  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  open  the  freezing  works 
early  next  season  if  light  weight  lambs  are  wanted.    The  season  in  South  Island 
usually  -opens  in  December  and  lasts  until  August  and  that  in  North  Island  opens 
in  September  and  runs  until  June.    Including  the  number  of  lambs  loaded  and  in  ■ 
store  the  lambs  killed  this  last  season  totalled  5,177,225  compared  with  4,780,089 
the  previous  season,  while  mutton  amounted  to  2,407,238  carcasses  against  2,350,989 
the  preceding  season.    Shipments  of  mutton  and  lamb  during  the  months  January  - 
August  1926  numbered  6,192,000  carcasses,  an  increase  of  7  per  cent  over  the  number 
for  the  same  period  of  1925,  the  increase  being  due  entirely  to  larger  lamb  ship- 
ments.   Beef  shipments,  on  the  contrary,  decreased  26  per  cent.  Detailed  figures 
of  shipments  will  be  found  on  page  604.

FRUIT,    VEGETABLES    AND  NUTS 

THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET:     Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Liver- 
pool auction  for  October  27,  show  a  decided  drop  for  all  varieties  and  grades 
in  comparison  with  last  Week's  prices,  according  to.  quotations  cabled  by  Mr. 
Ed-rin  Smith,  the  Department1  s  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Her/  York  Rhode  Island 
Greenings  again  topped  the  market,  A-2g  inch  fruit  selling  readily  at  from  $5.60 
to  $6.57  per  "barrel.    The  drop  in  price  during  the  past  week  v/as  no  doubt  due 
largely  to  the  arrival  of  the  excessive  supplies  mentioned  as  "being  afloat  for 
the  United  Kingdom  in  Foreign  Grope  and  Markets  of  October  25,  1926.    The  London 
market  is  glutted  with  apples,  cays  Mr,  Smith.    Prices  in  that  market  were  25^ 
belo-;  Liverpool  levels  for  "boxed  varieties  and  50^  lower  for  barreled  apples. 

NORTH  AMERICAN  APPLE  CROP  SLIGHTLY  REDUCED:    Although  the  October  estimates 
of  the  apple  crop 3  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  show  reductions  compared  with 
earlier  estimates,  the  total  crop  is  still  T7ell  above  laot  year  due  to  the  large 
crop  expected  in  the  United  States.    The  total  crop  of  the  United  States  on  the 
basis  of  the  "astober  1  condition  was  estimated  at  78,084,000  barrels  while  the 
commercial  crop  was  expected  to  reach  33,503,000  barrels.    The  September  conditio- 
had  indicated  a  total  production  of  30,705,000  barrels  and  a  commercial  crop  of 
42,051,000  barrels.    Last  year  the  total  crop  harvested  was  57,235,000  barrels  and 
the  commercial  production  amounted  to  33.04 1-,C?0  barrels.  « 

The  October  estimate  of  the  commercial  apple  crop  of  Canada  shows  a  further 
drop,  due  to  unfavorable  vreather  and  is  no-.7  placed  at  2,550,500  barrels  compared 
with  the  September  estimate  of  2,771,900  barrels  and  a  final  production  in  1925 
of  2,883,400  barrels,  according  to  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Crop  Report  of  Canada. 
The  large  production  of  1,208,500  barrels  for  British  Columbia  is  confirmed  and 
the  total  pack  may  possibly  occeed  this  fig-arc.    The  crop  is  said  to  be  of  good 
quality  being  clean  and  of  gooi  3ize  and  color.    The  pack  of  l/.clntosh  Reds  is 
expected  to  amount  to  over  333.-3C9  barrels.    The  estimate  for  Kew  Bruns-ick  also 
remains  the  same  but  the  other 
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three  provinces  report  reductions.     In  Nova  Scotia  the  apples  are  not  sizing 
up  as  anticipated,  states  the  Government  Report,    The  apples  are  of  good  color 
but  small.     The  weather  during  the  past  month  was  cool  and  dry  and  this  year's 
estimate  for  the  province  is  the  lowest  since  1915,     The  drop  in  the  estimate 
for  Ontario  is  reportea  to  come  principally  from  Eastern  Ontario  where  the 
apples  have  not  developed  as  expected  owing  to  unfavorable  weather  conditions 
during  the  past  month.     The  most  promising  varieties  are  Stark,  Ben  Davis, 
Golden  Russet,  Fameuse  and  Baldwin.    Fruit  is  reported  of  normal  size  but 
slightly  below  average  in  coloring  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season. 


AGRICULTURAL  EXPORT  INDEX  NUMBERS  FOR  SEPTEMBER 

The  September  export  index  numbers  show  a  seasonal  increase  over  those 
for  August.    For  all  agricultural  exports  the  figure  for  September  this  year 
was  higher  than  for  September  1925  but  lower  than'  for  September  1924.  Exports 
of  cotton  8.1  one  were  larger  than  for  any  September  since  1913.     Exports  of 
fruits  and  vegetables,  chiefly-  'apples ,  raisins  and  prunes,  established  a  new 
record  for  September,  although  they  were  not  so  heavy  as  in  October  of  last 
year.    Wheat  exports  were  below  those  of  August,  but  bacon,  lard,  dairy  pro- 
ducts and  tobacco  were  exported  in  larger  quantities  than  in  the  preceding  month.

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THE  FOREIC-H  DAIRY  SITUATION 
October, 1926. 

The  depression  of  recent  months  in  the  foreign  "butter  markets  developed 
during  October  into  a  situation  that  is  causing  concern  throughout  the  dairy- 
world.    So  seriously  is  the  recent  depression  in  European  markets  regarded 
within  exporting  countries  that  extremely  pessimistic  statements  are  now  being 
published  as  to  their  prospects  for  dairying  in  the  near  future.  Particularly 
in  Nov?  Zealand  and  Australia,  where  the  flush  of  production  of  the  new  season 
is  at  hand,  dairy  leaders  are  most  conservative.    Butter  prices  in  important 
foreign  markets  fell  below  prices  in  United  States  markets  by  fully  as  much  as 
the  import  duty  of  twelve  cents  per  pound, end  the  sale  of  some  small  shipments 
of  foreign  butter  in  this  country  during  recent  weeks  has  been  reported. 

Whether  the  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  supply  or  on  the  demand  side  of 
the  equation,  the  fact  remains  that  the  foreign  markets  are  at  present  un- 
favorable to  producers.    It  is  evident,  however,  that  recent  developments  af- 
fecting European  demand  are  outstanding  in  the  situation.     The  quantities  of

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"batter  imported  into  the  two  pr5.nc5.pal  deficit  countries,  Great  Britain  and 
Germany,  have  been  no  greater  thus  far  in  the  current  year  than  last,  yet 
prices  compared  with  those  of  last  year  have  been  increasingly  lower.  Copen- 
hagen official  quotations,  as  a  fair  index  of  the  European  butter  prices, 
reached  a  point  in  October  fully  12  dents  or  25  per  cenb  lower  than  on  the 
same  date  last  year.     The  greater  part  of  this  price  decline  is  traceable  to 
developments  unfavorahly  affecting  British  industry  and  purchasing  power., 
Uo  sooner  had  the  British  butter  markets  begun  to  recover  from  the  effects  of 
accumulated  supplies  as  the  result  cf  the  British  seamen1 s  strike  of  a  year 
ago s  than  industrial  disturbances  in  Great  Britain  began  to  affect  demand. 
The  strike  of  coal  miners  has  now  beenprodonged  into  the  sixth  month,  and 
the  price  difference  in  favor  of  our  markets  has  widened  progressively  while 
the  strike  has  continued*     Stocks,  principally  of  colonial  butter,  have  ac- 
cumulated in  Great  Britain  until,  according  to  the  most  reliable  reports, 
they  must  now  be  the  heaviest  ever  held  at  this  time  of  year0 

German  butter  imports  and  prices  decline, 

formally  at  this  season  Germany's  imports  would  be  increasing  and 
prices  rising.     Luring  this  September,  however,  less  foreign  butter  was  re- 
ceived in  German  markets  than  during  August  and  considerably  less  than  in 
September  of  last  year.    At  the  same  time,  prices  as  late  as  October  21  were 
declining,  and  for  the  month  the  Berlin  official  quotations  were  averaging

market  reviews  confirm  the  "belief  that  domestic  supplies  account  largely  for 
lessened  importation  at  this  time,  since  prices  are  so  low  in  sympathy  with 
British  markets  as  to  stimulate  consumption  and  German  buying  power  is  being 
well  maintained.

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SMALLER  EUROPEAN  POTATO  CROP 

Private  estimates  put  the  1925  crop  of  European  potatoes  outside  of 
Russia  at  4,002,000,000  bushels  against  4~ 745,000, 000  bushels  last  year, 
according  to  reports  forwarded  by  E.B.  Smith,  special  representative  of 
the  Department  of  Commerce  at  London,    potato  digging  in  England  was  nearing 
completion  by  October  1,  according  to  an  official  report.     In  some  south- 
eastern districts  the  tubers  were  small  and  disease  was  fairly  general  over 
the  important  potato  areas.     In  Lancashire,  on  the  other  hand,  there  was 
little  disease  and  the  yield  was  expected  to  be  about  average.  French 
yields  are  unofficially  reported  to  be  small  but  otherwise  satisfactory. 
Tne  quality  in  Czechoslovakia  is  inferior  to  last  year,,  and  the  Ministry  of 
Food  Supplies  is  taking  steps  to  assure  the  importation  of  sound  potatoes 
for  food'  consumption  ana  also  of  potatoes  for  the  alcohol  and  starch  in- 
dustries.   In  Switzerland  also  some  concern  is  felt  about  the  supply  of 
potatoes  for  eating.    Distilling  is  forbidden.
